But  Mike  was  not  only  a  social 
butterfly,  oh  no,  he  was  a  true 
soholar  in  doglsm  if  there  ever  was 
one,  and  he  was  just  as  anxious  as 
anyone  to  have  an,-. education.  He 
wanted  to  be  a  gentledog. 

So  Mike  reported  for  classes  as 
regular  as  the  sun,  and  took  his  place 
with  the  ail-  of  one  who  was  well 
aware  of  the  situation. 

Slept  With  Faculty 

And  then  every  evening  he  would 
select  some  instructor  with  whom  he 
wished  to  spend  the  night  and  to 
that  fortunate  one  he  proceeded  as 
guest  of  honor.

He  appeared  at  athletic  contests 
clad  In  his  green  and  white  blanket 
with  a  white  "M"  properly  displayed 
on  each  side.  Mike  was  allowed  to 
stroll  at  will  on  the  basketball 
court,  and  to  drink  out  of  the  water 
bucket. 

Oh  yes,  he  was  Lord  Chancellor 
and  Viceroy,  and  he  knew  it  too. 

A  Tragic  Ending 
Then  comes  one  of  the  saddest 
days  of  the  College.  On  May  15,  1917, 
poor  Mike  ceased  chasing  of  rabbits 
and  paused  to  quench  his  thirst  with 
a  drink  of  lead  arsenate  being  used 
by  an  agriculture  class  which  was 
spraying  trees.  All  efforts  of  students 
and  a  veterinary  were  in  vain.  Mike 
was  to  roam,  no  more. 

A  box  was  placed  In  the  halls  of 
the  administration  building  with  a 
card  above  it  reading  “For  the  Love 
of  Mike.”  Nickles,  dimes  and  quarters 
dropped  In  the  box  purchased  a  small 
tombstone  which  was  placed  over  the 
grave  of  the  unfortunate  dog. 

The  inscription  on  the  stone  reads, 
“Mike.  To  the  Memory  of  Our  Dog. 
Died  May  15,  1917.”

Simons  Tells  How 
Reason  For  Plant 
Growth  Was  Found 

In  a  talk  before  the  Men’s  Forum 
at  their  luncheon  meeting  Monday, 
Mr.  Kenneth  W.  Simons  of  the 
biology  department  explained  that 
the  reason  for  growth  in  plants  was 
found  a  number  of  years  ago  as  a 
result  of  experiments  carried  on  to 
determine  the  reason  why  plants 
when  Illuminated  always  turn  the 
illuminated  side  towards  the  source 
of  light.  . 

“This  phenomenon,”  he  said,  “is 
known  as  phototrapism. 

“The  original  purpose  of  the  ex¬ 
periment,”  Mr.  Simons  continued, 
“was  not  necessarily  to  discover  the 
cause  of  the  growth  of  plants.  This 
is  one  example  where  work  in 
science  on  the  seemingly  impractic¬ 
able  project  obtains  a  practical  re¬ 
sult. 

“Not  only  has  the  reason  for 
growth  of  plants  been  discovered,” 
he  added,  but  the  actual  growth 
substance  itself  has  been  isolated, 
and  its  source  located. 

“This  substance,  known  as  a  plant 
hormone,  is  produced  in  the  grow¬ 
ing  life  of-,  plants,  and  from  there 
fuses  to  the  rest  of  the  plant.  The 
growth  harmone  Is  used  commer¬ 
cially  and  in  home  gardening  pro¬ 
motes  growth  of  roots  from  cuttings 
of  plants  hard  to  propogate.

For  fifteen  years  Mr.  Dickerson 
was  director  of  activities  of  the 
Grand  Council  of  the  Order  of  De- 
molay,  and  six  years  prior  to  that 
was  in  the  '  state  and  national 
council  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  He  is 
educational  consultant  and  member 
of  the  general  advisory  council  of 
the  American  Social  Hygiene  As¬ 
sociation. 

Mr.  Dickerson  Is  a  consultant  for 
the  following  groups:  National  con¬ 
ference  on  education  for  marriage 
and  family  relations  held  under  the 
auspices  of  Teachers’  College,  Col¬ 
umbia  University;  American  Home 
Economics-  Association;  American 
Social  Hygiene  Association,  and  he 
In  1931  was  director  of  the  seminar 
on  sex  education  of  the  third  world 
conference  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work¬ 
ers  with  boys  in  Toronto,  Canada. 

He  has  directed  many  community 
wide  surveys  of  boy  life  in  various 
American  cities  and  is  the  author 
of  the  only  extant  monograph  on 
this  subject.  He  has  studied  the  pro¬ 
blem  of  youth  in  Mexico,  Canada, 
England,  France,  Hungary,  Germany 
Czecho-Slovakia  and  Austria.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  American  delega¬ 
tion  to  the  first  world  conference  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  workers  with  boys 
held  at  Portschach,  Austria. 

Mr.  Dickerson  has  seen  service  in 
various  youth  institutes,  conferences 
and  congresses  in  the  nation.  For  six 
years  he  was  president  of  the  Kansas 
City  Social  Hygiene  Society  and  is 
now  vice-president  of  the  Kansas 
City  Health  Conservation  Associat¬ 
ion. 

Mr.  Dickerson  a  member  of  the 
speakers’  bureau  of  the  Missouri 
State  Mental  Hygiene  Society,  is  a 
member  of  the  leadership  training 
committee  of  the  Kansas  City  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Boy  Scouts  of  America.

American  College  Students  Approve 
Roosevelt’s  Rearmament  Program 

Poll  Shows  Youth  Favors  U.  S. 

Protection  of  Western  Hemisphere 

Austin,  Texas,  January  13— Last  week  President  Roosevelt  in  his  message 
to  Congress  asked  for  armed  forces  strong  enough  to  aid  in  the  defense 
of  the  entire  Western  Hemisphere.  American  college  youth,  the  coming 
generation  that  may  have  to  fight  In  another  world  war,  approves  of  the 
policy  by  a  good  majority. 


Students  of  all  classes  and  In  all 
sections  of  the  United  States  in  a 
carefully  selected  cross-section  have 
been  interviewed  by  representatives 
of  the  Student  Opinion  Surveys  of 
America.  This  non-profit  agency  of 
the  College  press  was  organized  re¬ 
cently  for  the  scientific  measure¬ 
ment  of  public  opinion  of  the  nat¬ 
ion’s  student  bodies.  Tho  current 
study  points  out  that  62  per  cent 
of  the  students  are  for  strengthening 
“the  United  States  army  and  navy 
for  the  protection  of  all  nations  in 
the  Western  Hemisphere." 

A  good  number  of  College  students, 
however— 38  per  cent  of  them— fear 
that  this  is  not  the  way  out.  Oppos¬ 
ition  to  the  President’s  program  has 
come  from  many  groups,  Including 
the  Youth  Committee  Against  War. 

Events  in  a  hysterical  Europe,  the 
American  solidarity  expressed  at  the 
Lima  Conference,  and  the  growing 
threats  to  democracies,  nevertheless, 
have  brought  the  President  to  act¬ 


ion.  College  youth  approves  .  .  the 
Surveys  reveal.  Those  results  parallel 
other  national  polls  that  from  time 
to  time  have  shown  the  citizenry  as 
a  whole  stronger  armed  forces. 

Poll  on  Air  Program 

Students  everywhere,  men  and 
women,  feel  about  tiro  same.  The 
strongest  group  for  rearmament  is 
the  Southern,  which  voted  7G.7  per 
cent  in  the  afflmative.  In  the  Far 
West  the  vote  was  66.2  per  cent;  in 
the  West  Central  states  59.6  per  cent, 
in  the  East  Central  states  46.3  per 
cent;  in  the  Middle  Atlantlo  states 
60.9  per  cent;  and  In  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  states  69.6  per  cent. 

Related  to  the  rearmament  pro¬ 
blem  and  one  that  will  have  direct 
effect  upon  College  men  is  tire  new 
program  to  train  civilian  aviators  in 
American  Colleges  and  universities. 
The  Student  Opinion  Surveys  are 
now  conducting  a  coast-to-coast  poll, 
on  this  question.

The  book 
was  writ  ten' by  tlie 'fifty-five  senior's  of  tlie  Univer¬ 
sity  Rigli- School  of  Ohio- State  University  and- is 
a:  distinct  departure  from  Hie  usual  high  school 
annuid.  (One  cannot  help  but  wonder  what  type  of 
book  a  college  senior  class  cO.uUl'  pi/cpa/re  by  the 
samd  method.)  In  the  Foreword  the  authors  state: 


“First,  we  want  to  nlake  it  clear  that  this 
book  presents  ideas  which  are  entirely  ouv 
oxbii.  The  teachers  who  worked  wi,th  us  re¬ 
fused  to  make  ally  cli'riiigos  except  iii  (lie  case, 
of  obviously  incorrect  gfnmmnr  and  factiial1 
material.  There  was  no  teacher  supervision 
whatsoever  of  Hie  Writing-  of  tlio  filial  evalua¬ 
tion  chapter-.  No  teacher  waM  cVOli  present  at: 
tlie  final1  revision  of  tlio  manuscript. 

“Not  only  has  tbo  writing  been  entirely 
oui's,  lint  also  Hie  illustrations  and  general  de¬ 
sign.  Nearly  all  the  photographs  were  taken 
by  a  member  o,f  our  class;  none  is  the  work  of 
commercial  photographers.  The  line  draw¬ 
ings  are  also  completely  our  own.  work.” 

In  the  first  eleven  chapters  of  the  book  Hie 
class  describes  the  schools,  the  teachers,  the  type-of 
work  dojie  iU  tlie.  school,  and1  niany  othei;  items  of 
interest  about  the  entire  program.

To-' be  successful'  in 
this,  it  is  important  that'  the  student's  have  a 
real  desire  to  learn  in  order  to-  satisfy  their 
Own  piQiital  curiosity.  These  are,  of  course, 
ideal's,  but  we  are  gojng  to  try  to  evaluate  o.ur 
degree  of  success  in  attaining  them.”' 


To' read1  the  statement  Of  evaluation  will  hot 
require  more  than  fifteen  mintites  of  any  student’s 
time,  but  if  will  be  fifteen  minutes  well  spent. 


“We  want  to  make  it  clear  to  everyone 
that'  our  purpose  in' writing  this  book’  lias'  npf 
bcdii  to  sdf  up  a  model  for  others  to  follPW.

If  this  process  of  reducing  a  vast  amount'  of  in  for¬ 
mation;  to  a  small  space  should  be  superseded  and 
forgpttpn  before  the  end  of  fifty  centuries,,  our 
desehdiuits  will  have  a  puzzling  problem  to'  solve 
if  they  fiiid-ou'r  present,  if  they  do  succeed  in  pro¬ 
jecting  the  filnis  so  they  can  read  the  records,  they 
will  have  as  much  trouble  translating  the  language 
as  wo  had' Translating  the  iiiscriptiphs  in  Egyptian 
tombs.

Pamphlet  Shows  Only 
Half  of  Youth  of 
Ability  in  College 


New  York  City — ACP) — That  large 
numbers  of  college  students  have 
less' academic  ability  than  the  youth/ 
of '  their  generation  who  have  become 
maCliiriists'  and  unskilled  workers  is 
disclosed '  irii  a:  pamphlet,  How  Good 
Are'  Our'  Colleges?,  just  released  by 
1  the  Public  Affairs.  Committee'. 

The'  pAmphiefc'  summarizes  the  re¬ 
sults' of  trie  ten-year  study  of  higher 
education  in  Pennsylvania  made  by 
the'  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Teaching, 

Only  about  half  of  the  youth  of 
outstanding;  ability  are 'getting  Into 
College,  the  pamphlet  declares,  while 
at  least  one-fourth  of  the  college 
students  are  below  the  average  out- 
of-school  youth 'in  ability. 

Colleges  are  shown  to  differ  wide¬ 
ly,  In'  the  capacity  of  their  students. 
In  one  extreme  case  all  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  sophomore  class  of  one 
college  ranked  lower  in  an  intelli¬ 
gence  test  than  the  dullest  student 
in  the  sophomore  class  of  a  super¬ 
ior  iijstitutlpri. 

Nor  do  these  differences  appear  to 
be  due  entirely  to  selection.  Thirty- 
four  students  out  of'  106  high  school 
graduates  whose  tests  scores  were' 
close  to  average  went'  to  colleges 
which  ranked'  in  the  upper  half  of 
Pennsylvania  colleges.'  The  remain¬ 
ing  72  went'  to  colleges  in  the  lower 
half,  when  tested'  again  after  four 
years,  the  students'  who  attended  the 
top-rank' colleges  made  scores  which 
were  superior  to,  those  in  the  low- 
ranking' institutions  by  a  margin 
equal  -  to  the  normal  difference"  be¬ 
tween  Sophomore  and  Senior  years. 
Thus,  the  pamphlet  comments,  “If 
th!e  kind  of  knowledge  measured  by 
these  te^ts  is  the  object  of  a  college  | 
education,  then  it  is  about  twice  as 
expensive  in  time  (and  probably  in 
money)  to  go  to  the  less  efficient  in¬ 
stitutions.” 


The  National  W.  C.  T.  U.  conducts 
annually  a  prize  contest  to  secure 
original  material  suitable  for  plat¬ 
form  readings.

or  success  in  sports  and  athletics. 

Two  classes  of  manuscripts  are 
desired:  (1)  Senior  declamations,  to 
be  used  by  adults  and  youths,  max¬ 
imum  length,  1,000  words;  minimum 
length  750  words,  first  prize  $40; 
second  prize  $10.  (2)  Junior  declam¬ 
ations,  to  be  used  by  boys  and  girls 
under  high  school  age,  not  for  small 
children.  Maximum  length  600 
words;  minimum  length  400  words. 
First  prize,  $40;  second  prize,  $10.  '

DRIVING  FORCES  OF 
STUDENTS  Alilj  LISTED 

Ithaca,  N.  Y.  -(ACP) -The  driving 
forces  in  the  daily  life  of  the  average 
Callage*  student  have  been  charted 
by  Cornell  University’s  Dr.  Julian 
L.  Woodard  after  an  extensive  re¬ 
search  into  campus  social  life. 

These  driving  forces  are:  “the 
drive  for  presetige;  the  need  to  re¬ 
lease  tremendous  energy  by  doing 
things  and  going  places;  the  wish  to 
achieve  independence  from  home  ties 
and  be  recognized  as  an  adult;  the' 
problem  of  relationship  with  the 
cthere  sex,  and  finally  the  planning 
for  adult  life.” 

Dr.  Woodard  also  determined  how 
students  rate  the  prestige  of  other 
students.  He  found  that  a  male 
student  rates  prestige  by  “which 
fraternity  he  belongs  to;  his  campus 
offices  and  the  teams  he  makes;  his 
smothness,  a  compound  of  clothes, 
car  and  ’line’;  and  farther  down  the 
list  his  grades,  more  as  an  index  of 
intelligance  than  of  culture.” 

Women  students  rate  each  other 
“first  by  sorority,  then  by  date  rat¬ 
ing  a  compound  of  the  ability  to  be 
invited  out  frequently  and  the  pres¬ 
tige  of  the  men  who  date  them; 
then  by  College  activities,  and  fin¬ 
ally  by  grades  as  a  mark  of  intellig¬ 
ence.”

Of  6-Man  Football 
In  New  Book 


Mr.  H.  R.  Dieterich,  principal  of 
College  high  school,  returned  last 
Sunday  from  Chicago  where  he  at¬ 
tended  a  meeting  of  the  national 
federation  of  interscholastic  football 
rules  committee  of  which  he  is  a 
member.  He  was  placed  on  a  sub¬ 
committee  to  include  six-man  foot¬ 
ball  rules  in  the  regular  rule  book. 

The  committee  continued  its  drive 
to  make  football  safer  for  high 
school  players.  The  rules  comrpittee 
adopted  the  same  rule  the  College 
rulescommittee  put  into  effect,  that 
requiring  ineligible,  men  on  the  line 
to  stay  on  the  scrimmage  line  on  a 
forward  pass  play  until  the  ball  is 
tossed. 

Satisfied  it  had  taken  another 
stride  in  this  direction  by  ruling 
players  next  season  could  re-enter 
the  game  in  any  or  every  quarter, 
the  committee  considered  other  pro- 
osed  changes  and  listened  to  com¬ 
mittee  reports.

H.  V.  Porter,  federation  secretary, 
said  tiie  new  substitution  rule,  one 
of  three  adopted,  merely  extended 
to  all  periods  the  rule  in  effect  last 
year  for  the  fourth  quarter  only. 
He  said  statistics  showed  most  prep 
football  injuries  occured  iri  the 
third  period.  Previous  to  adoption 
last  year  of  the  fourth  period  “re¬ 
entry”  ruling,  data  had  shown  most 
injuries  took  place  in  the  fourth 
quarter. 

The  committee  aimed  at  consist¬ 
ency  in  penalties  on  players  and 
non-players  involved  in  unsports¬ 
manlike  conduct  by  altering  the 
ruling  to  read:  “If  foul  occurs  while 
the  ball  is  dead  the  penalty  (fifteen 
yards)  shall  be  from  the  succeed¬ 
ing  spot,  or  where  the  ball  is  put 
into  play  on  the  next  down.  If  the 
ball  is  in  play  the  penalty  should  be 
assessed  from  tiie  spot  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  down.” 

Other  Changes 

Another  change  eliminated  the 
one  remaining  case  of  “free  ball” 
and  changed  the  spot  of  penalty 
enforcement  for  a  foul  during  such 
a  period  to  tiie  previous  down  in¬ 
stead  of  the  spot  where  the  foul  oc¬ 
curred.
